U.S. INTERVENES 
IN. COAL - STRIKE 


PRESIDENT DETERMINED TO 
TAKE DRASTIC ACTION TO 
BRING SETTLEMENT. 


FEDERAL OPERATION POSSIBLE: 


Unless Operators and Strikers Come 
to Terms, Productlon of Coal by 
U. 8. May Be Tried. 


Washington—That President Hard- 
Ing 1s determined to take aggressive 
action to end the coal strike and 
bring about the resumption of full 
Production of fuel, was disclosed Mon- 
day night following a conterance he 
had with Secretary of Labor Davis 
and John L Lewis, president of -the 
United Mine Workers. 

Mr. Harding’s {mmediate endeavor 
is being directed toward bringing the 
miners and the operators into con- 
ference on a settlement of the wage 
dispute. He sounded Lewis on the 
acceptance of a compromise plan of 
negotiation which the miners’ leader 
did not accept, but which the presl- 
dent asked Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover to put up to the operators at 
once. 

The president indicated that if he 
should fail to bring the operators 
and miners into conference within @ 
reasonable time, he will feel compell- 
ed to adopt more drastic measures to 
protect the people from the danger 
of a coal famine next winter. 

One plan under consideration is to 
ask congress for legislation providing 
for compulsory arbitration of the dit- 
ferences between operators and min- 
ers. It is suggested that the arbitral 
tribunal might take the form of the 
railway labor board. Lewis said the 
miners would oppose and resist any 
such measure. 

As a last resort, the administration 
is prepared to consider government 
operation of the mines at least to the 
extent of opening them to &ll miners 
who desire to work and providing 
armed forces for their protection. 


BRITAIN WARNS IRISH LEADERS 


Government WIIi Intervene Unless 
New Regime Masters Situation. 


London—~Stern threats to the Irish 
free gtate that the British government 
is preparing to intervene in Ireland, 
with .the employment of military 
measures, unless the newly elected 
Dublin government is able to master 
the situation, were made by Winston 
Churchill in the house of commons 
Monday afternoon in enunctiatipg the 
cammittee policy which Downing 
Street has adopted. - 

Mr. Churchill also warned the 
Unionist government that attacks, 
persecution and reprisals on the Cath- 
olics of Ulster must cease, and the 
loyalists must sincerely attempt to 
heal the wounds with their southern 
neighbors as with their British troops 
reinforcing them, they no longer need 
‘ear an invasion or an attack.

Hurrah! Two More. 


Last Saturday I had the pleasure 
of helping unload two more register- 
ed purebred holstein heifer calves, 
consigned to Andrew .Mortenson of 
Beaver Creek Township. They are 
fine looking animals and show dairy 
type. Almost before he knows it, Mr. 
Mortenson will have two good pyre- 
bred cows and their purebred calves. 

Readers of the AVALANCHE will 
remempber that Mr. Mortenson shipped 
in a registered purebred bull calf 
this spring. 

Four in Sixteen Days. 

Readers of the AVALANCHE may 
remember that we shipped in two 
mature registered purebred Holstein 
bulls June 9. So that makes four 
purebreds in sixteen days—one every 
four days. Not so bad! 


Not The Last. 


The end is not yet. Other farmers 
are considering the purchase of pure- 
bred heifer calves or bred heifers. We 
can place a half-dozen more bulls 
here as soon as we can find the bulls. 


Heifers the Right Thing.

LEGION HONORED ALL DEAD 


Organization Participated in Services 
at Final Interment of Men 
Brought Home, 


Army transports in which many of 
them went across eager fur the con- 
flict have carried back the last of the 
45,000 A. K. F. dead, those relatives 
had requested ta he returned to this 
country for permanent burial. The 
graves registration service of the 
army, which had the work of return- 
ing these bodies in charge, did an al- 
most superhuman task. But this 
service could not give the comradely 
human touch to the handling of these 
bodies after they reached the United 
States that seemed due them. 

No organization Was so well sulted 
to perform the last rights of honor 
and respect for these soldier dead as 
was the American Legion. The men of 
the Legion took upon themselves the 
obligation. Forty ship loads of budies 
came to eastern ports during a period 
of two and a half years. [t wus not 


always possible to have an elaborate 


service, because the arrivals were toa 
frequent, but in every instance there 
was ac lease a prayer by a chaplain 
of the Protestant, Catholic or Jewish 
faith, an address by a prominent ¢iti- 
zen or army officer and a rifle salute. 

A Dumber of times, however, the 
services Were noteworthy. President 
Harding delivered nun address at 
services arranged hy the Legion, May 
28,1921, when the Princess Matoika 
with 451 bodies, General 
Pershing and Senator Lodge spoke 
when the Somme and the Wheaton ar- 
rived, July 10, 1921, with 7,000 dead.

said Henry Goudie, cashier of 
the Bank of Liverpool, to one of 
bis associates. “I’m just going across 
the street to get a bite of lunch.” 

Ap hour later the officials of the 
bank began to wonder where Goudie 
was, but the fact that ‘this hat still 
remained upon its accustomed peg to- 
dicated that the cashier wasn't far 
away, and that he would soon return, 
But at the closing hour that after 
noop Goudie was still missing—and 
when an auditor went over his. booka 
it was discovered that a hundred and 
seventy-five thousand pounds (some 
$850,000) had also disappenred! 

Inquiry at the house where Goudie 
had lodged failed to bring tu ght any 
trace of the missing cashier, who had 
left home that morning as usual, ap- 
parently without any intention of belng 
away over night. His clothes were fn 
their accustomed pvusition, and even 
his toilet artidles were nntonched, 
In fact, if it hadn't been for the dis- 
appearance of the money from the 
bank, the police would bave searched 
the hospitals, on the theory that 
Goudte had met with an accident. 

But, as Frank Freost, superintend- 
ent of Scotland Yard, pointed. out, it 
was hardly likely that a bank official 
and $450,000 would vanish at one and 
the same time without some connec- 
tion between the two events. 

“As luck would have it,” continued 
Froest, one of the ablest detectives In 
Engiand, “Goudie has chosen the sim- 
plest manner in which to make Ils es- 
cape—the easiest from his point of 
view and the most difficult from the 
standpoint of the police. It is com- 
paratively simple to find a man who 
lays his plans in advance. You can 
usually trace his bagguge or his rail- 
way tickets, But Goudie just walked 
out to lunch and lost himself some- 
where. He left only one clue behind 
bim—his hat. ’ 

Therefore, working on the assump- 
tion that a hatless man would be 
quite conspicuous, and that Goudie, 
knowing this, would immediateiy pur- 
chase another hat. Freos: made the 
rounds of the shops near the Liver- 
pool bank, From the clerk in one of 
them he obtained the information that 
t man answering to the description of 
the missing cashier had purehased. a 
Noth cap of a distinctive pattern only 
\ few moments after noon on the day 
that Goudie vanished, 

By means of this clne and a-detalled 
report on Goudie’s appearance Frenst 
soon had every man connected with 
Scotland Yard searching for the ab- 
Rconding cashier, But it was several 
weeks before he was located and cap~ 
tured in a lodging house in the north 
>of England.

who looted the Bank of Liverpool did 


aot by any means close the case, 

Even before he was discovered, 
Freost had found out that Goudie had 
heen in the habit of playing the races 
—puironzing a clique of ‘“hand-boak 
men,” who had played upon his cu- 
pidity In such a manner that they, and 
not he, had secured the benefits of his 
dishonesty. In order to recover the 
money, Freost therefore had to round 
np the members of this gambling ring 
nnd force them to disgorge, 

It developed that the leader of the 
organization, sensing a way in which 
to make a lot of money, without run- 
ning any risk, had approached Goudie 
with an account of a “fixed = race” 
which was to be run at Epsom Downs, 
and that the cashier, believing that 
he could clean up a fortune in a gin. 
gle day, had taken twenty-five thousand? 
pounds from the bank, fatsifying the 
accounts to conceal the shortage. The 
man’s credulity is evident from the 
fact that he placed the money at odda 
of 20 to 1, which meant that he stood 
to win half a million pounds, or $2.- 
500.00) if bis horse came Jn first. Of 
course, no bookmaker could afford to 
pay a bet of this siz@—but Gondle 
overlooked this fact and cheerfully 
wagered his “borrowed” capital. The 
horse naturally failed to win, and. in 
an effort to recoup his losses, the cash- 
ler commenced systematically to loot 
the bank's funds. 

One of.the odd features of the case 
which Freost discovered, by blind luck, 
Gordie one day placed a big het on a 
horse that won. When he went to 
collect his bet, with the firm intention 
of squaring hig accounts with the 
bank, he was crsually. Informed that 
the wager had not been placed In 
lime, and he was advised to put it on 
another “sure tip,” which lost. When 
his defalcations reached a point when 
it wns hopeless to attempt further con- 
cenlinent from the bank authorities, 
Gouldle “went out to lunch.” 

It didn't take Freost long to dis- 
cover that, in planning a round-up of 
the gambling gang he was tackling 
one of the most difficult jobs of hig 
career. 

One by one Freost picked up the 
various threads of the tangled case, 
One by one he followed the various 
ciues, at least one of which led to. 
the suicide of a member of the bank. 
makers’ clique. But, in addition to 
seeing that Gauldle was sent to prison 
for ten years, Freost secured evi. 
dence which forced the return of alt 
but a Small amount of money which 
had been taken from the Rank of 
Liverpool and placed upon horses, 
which, save in a single Instance, had 
no chance whatever to win,
